The fish law says that no person shall

that are less than six inches in length 
and no black bass less than ten inches 
in length. 
The law provide* 
that 
when fish shorter than the above figu res 
are cau ght they mu st be retu rned to 
the stream from which they were taken

Richmond. Ind., May 15.—The fact 
became pu blic yesterday afternoon 
that Charles A. Du hadway, for thirty- 
five years an attache of the First Na­ 
tional bank, this city, ia a defau lter 
in the su m of $16,500. 
The amou nt 
of the defalcation was made good at 
the time of its discovery, last Decem­ 
ber, by relatives of Mr. Du hadway, 
who are members of the directory of 
the bank, and who did not care to 
prosecu te. 
Mr. Du had way's resigna­ 
tion as cashier was accepted, the rea­ 
son assigned being 111 health, and he 
left for the Sou th ostensibly to re­ 
cu perate. 
His whereabou ts is not 
known, it is asserted, either by his 
wife and aged mother, who are here, 
or to his nearest friends. 
It was not 
known u ntil yesterday that the federal 
au thorities had the case in hand, bu t 
on good au thority it is stated that the 
federal grand ju ry which recently ad­ 
jou rned at Indianapolis retu rned an 
indictment 
against 
Du hadway. and 
his address is now being looked after 
by secret service men. 
Du hadway w*as one of the most pop­ 
u lar bank men in Richmond, and the 
thing pu zzling his friends is what he 
did with the money taken from the 
bank. 
His 
method 
was 
entirely 
u niq u e. 
The books show absolu tely 
perfect balances and not a single fal­ 
sification in the entries cou ld be 
fou nd. 
The inner vau lt to the safe 
was where Du hadway took money. He 
had the combination and always was 
called on to got any money therefrom 
when it was needed by the bank. He 
never was absent from his post, hence 
no other attache ever fou nd it neces 
sary to attempt to open the inner 
vau lt. 
Last December, while Du lrad- 
way was ill the officers of the bank 
tried to open the inner vau lt, bu t the 
combination 
they 
possessed 
failed. 
Su spicions were arou sed that Du had­ 
way had a secret combination of his 
own: safe experts were sent for and 
the vau i: m 
pried from its setting 
and the 
w^s dtc.^ovcred.

May 15.—Former 
Premier Witte has taken a prominent 
part in the conferences of members of 
the cou ncil of the empire, su ccessfu l­ 
ly Insisting that the adoption of a 
reply to the speech from the throne 
shou ld be postponed u ntil a regu lar 
meeting of the cou ncil at which rep­ 
resent atives of the press shall be pres­ 
ent, in order that the cou ntry may be 
Informed as to the argu ments advanc­ 
ed on either side. 
Nevertheless the 
projected reply to the speech from 
the throne will probably be adopted, 
a* already has been drafted. Thou gh 
delicately expreased. the reply virtu ­ 
ally contains a demand for the am­ 
nesty of political prisoners who are 
not gu ilty of mu rder or robbery. 
In 
other respects the reply seems to be 
especially designed to disarm the su s­ 
picion that it is to be the role of the 
u pper chamber to block legislation 
proposed by the lower hou se. 
After 
expressing the deepest loyalty to the 
emperor, the reply of the cou ncil of 
the empire contains these three prin­ 
cipal points: 
First—An u neq u ivocal endorsement 
ot a liberal regime. 
Second—Declaration of the inten­ 
tion to work in harmony with the low­ 
er hou se for large reforms. 
Third—Amnesty, the su ggestion be­ 
ing so worded as not to wou nd the 
sensibility of the emperor, cailing at­ 
tention to the fact that all remarkable 
occasions in Ru ssian history have 
been marked by an act of grace and 
u rging the strong claim to clemency 
of those who, striving for liberty, 
transgressed lawfu l imits withou t be­ 
ing gu ilty of crime. 


Pardon for Political Prisoner*. 
St. Petersbu rg, May 15.—It is re­ 
ported that the cabinet has practically 
decided u pon an amnesty measu re 
which, thou gh falling far short of the 
u niversality demanded by the lower 
hou se, conforms to the id« ‘a of the 
cou ncil of the empire of granting par­ 
don to all political offenders except 
su ch as have teen convicted of agra­ 
rian mu rders or attempts to mu rder.

Satu rday du ring which Mr. Tillman, 
on the au thority of former Senator 
Chandler, made statem ents regarding

of the Hepb u rn b ill as it came from 
the hou se.” 
The president aa>* that j 
as to many of the am endm ents 
in­ 
clu ding the so-called Long. Ov erman. 
Bacon and Spooner amendments, he 
had said he shou ld b e entirely satis­ 
fied to hav e them In the b ill, and su g­ 
gested 
modifications 
as 
to 
other 
am endm ents, hu t that “as to none (of 
the am endm ents) did I ev er say either 
to Mr 
(’handler or to anyone else 
that I shou ld insist u pon hating them 
in the hill as a condition of my ap­ 
prov al.” and that on the contrary he 
(the president) w?as carefu l to state 
that he was not trying to dictate any 
particu lar program of action.

president says the statem ents made 
to Senator Chandler were the same 
in su b stance as those made to Mr.

Both Sides to the Disputes Said to Be 


Weakening. 
Terre Hau te, Ind.. May 15.—Indiana j 
coal operators think that the requ est j 
b y Illinois 
miners for a conference 
with the operators of the state next 
Thu rsday means that the miners wish 
to reach an agreement on 
a compro­ 
mise b asis. 
At the same time the In­ 
diana operators deny that the inter­ 
state alliance b etween operators is a 
thing of the past, b u t it is not denied 
that Illinois is at lib erty to sign a con­ 
tract on its own accou nt. 
As to the 
resolu tion adopted at Chicago to op­ 
erate the mifkes “withou t an agree­ 
ment with the United Mine W orkers,” 
no Indiana operator is willing to say 
that an attem pt will he made in this 
state to operate the mines on the open 
shop principle, althou gh they say it 
may b e done In parts of Illinois and 
Ohio. 
President O’Connor of the mi­ 
ners says he knows of no plan for

joint conference in this state. 
Each side asserts that there is pos­ 
itiv e ev idence of weakening b y the 
other. 
The operators say the miners 
of Indiana had no thou ght of striking 
for an adv ance of wages when they 
selected delegates to the Indianapolis 
conference and that they agreed to 
the strike, or su spension, only as part 
of the policy as declared a year b e­ 
fore. to b ring all coal fields into a 
simu ltaneou s wage agreem ent and es­ 
pecially to win the anthracite strike. 
The anthracite situ ation hav ing b een 
cleared, the operators say the miners 
wou ld he content with the scale of 
wages they were getting and wish to 
retu rn to work, b u t dare not b olt their 
organization. 
On the other hand the 
miners say they know that a nu mb er 
of operators wou ld sign the

b u t for fear of the railroad companies 
interested which own mines and which 
cou ld practically pu t an Independent 
operator ou t of b u siness b y handicap­ 
ping his traffic.
